SUN’S SHIPS AT SHAMEEN. 


_A private urgent telegram received 
hero froma Canton this morning, etates: 
‘“Hostilities recommenced down 
river, Heavy firing. Sun's fleet’ of 


‘four. mon-of-war after ongogement ed 


‘nent Macao Forté reached harbour 
and ore now anchored off the 
Shameen.” end 

A latar telegram received from tha 
same Aontce states that the other 
ships in Shameen harbour nro. stand- 
ing by in enso of emergency. 

The import of the accond telegram 
is not quite “lear here, bat it if pre- 
sumed that “the ather abips” referred 
to are the main body of the Northern 
Squadron, which notil recently were 
in favour of Geaerat Chan Kwing- 
ming, but a couple of weeks ago were 
Toported to have doclared their 
neutrality ; and tho foreign warships 
which have been anchored off 
Sbameen to protect the lives and pro- 
ferty of their nationals, since 
the beginning of the dispute between 
Oban and Sun. . 

The Kowlocn-Canton Railway 
trains continue to run en echedule 
time as usual, while the steamcrs on 
the ‘Canton-Hongkon: run are also 
continuing their service withoutinter- 
ruption from cither side. 

The Steamboat Oompany is keeping 
an emergency reserve boat in Canton, 
however, to rush refugee down tho 
river in case Bun’s ships undertake 
another bombardment of the City. 
This, however, is thought im- 
probable at the present as 
Sen is not sure ‘of 

aa the atiitude of Admiral Tong Tong- 

wong’s section of the Northern 

nadron, which, in spite of its pro- 
fessed neutrality, has its guns un- 
masked, : 

A telegram received from Chinese 
sources atated that after four daya of 
continuous,- heavy fighting in the 
vecinity of the Cheungchau ‘fort, four 
of Snn’s warehips entered Canton river 

searly this morning and bombhrded 
the East Bund opposite the Kow- 
loon-Canton Railway station. Tho 
shore batteries returned fire, but ap- 
pareatly without effect, for the io- 
truders steamed up tho river: and 
anchored off Shameen: Several 
buildings - were damaged by the 
exchange of fire which lasted only a 
few minutes, as Sun’s ships made 
their way towards Shameen. Previous 
to Sun's ships entering Cantou siver, 
heavy fighting occurred at the mouth 
of the Whampoa river near Cheung 
chaa fort between Chan's land forces 
from Heungahan who were laying 
siege on the fort, and 
the “rebel” cruisers. Sun is 
reported to havo left Cheungebso 
fort this morning with his cruisers 
and personally directed the bombard- 
ment ofthe City from the “ Wing 

Fung.” 

~ Two reasons are offered for Sun’s 

move. QOnois that he had found the 

siege of the. Oheungchau was too hot 
and realising that he wonld not be 
able to hold out much longer, he is 
making a bold attempt to esonpe 
eapture, The otber rea‘on given for 

Sun's his action is that be is carrying 

out his threat to again bombard the 

City if General Ip Kui aid his forces 

did not evacuate within three days. 

Tho time limit expired yesterday and 

Bun’s attack was launched this 

morning. Sun’s mankwans are re- 

ported to be still holding the Cheung- 
chan fort in epite of the fact’ that: he 
and his cruisers have, loft Whampoa, 
but- the chances of the attackers 
gaining their objective are said to be 

, more favourable now that they ore 

able to direct their undivided atten- 
tion to the fort. The chances of the 
cruisers returning apparently, have 
not been scouted, Sun’sdeparture from 
Whampoa being taken aa an indication 
thathe ie anxious to aive his own 
sicin and will proceed North where he
